President Returns From Mid- 
West Trip To Find Cap­ 
ital Astir 


WATCH EUROPE 
FOR EFFECTS

WAHINGTON Nov. 
1 3 — Presi­ 
dent Coolidge was 
back 
in the 
White House today well pleased 
with hi* Kansas City visit during 
which he announced that Europe 
could accept America in the World 
Court on its own terms or not at 
all. 
Officialdom, meanwhnle, 
has its 
eyes fixed on Europe to observe 
what effect, if any, the president's 
blunt spech will 
have 
toward 
spurring the major powers to de­ 
finite action on the World Court re­ 
servations. 
A checkup today revaled that 
not a single major world power has 
acceded to the senate’s 
reserva­ 
tions. Only five 
small 
nation«, 
some hardly big enough to make a 
fair sized county in Texas 
have 
sent formal notes of acceptance. 
All of these five acted before the 
Geneva conference 
in September, 
when the 
nations 
participating 
therin signed an agreement to pro­ 
pose counter reservations. Four of 
these five attended that conference 
and three of the four signed the 
new agreement. The one absent 
from Geneva was Cuba which was 
the first of the five to agree to the 
American position.

I have just read in a column con­ 
ducted in an American newspaper 
by one who was a war correspond­ 
ent, the following: “ It isn’t a mat­ 
ter of sentiment, it is a cold mat­ 
ter of military strategy. 
England 
can rule only as long as she abso­ 
lutely holds dominance of the sea. 
The perfected submarine has made 
it impossible for any Navy to rule 
the Sea.

displayed a firmer tone. 
The industrial news of the week 
was favorable. 
leadings of freight on the rail­ 
roads for the last week of October 
fstablished a new “peak” at 1,216,- 
4 32 cars for the week, which was 
generally accepted as a tribute to 
the more general adoption of the 
| hand-to-mouth buying system. 
The 
steel trade reviews emphasized the 
fact that October had set up a new 
high record in pig iron production, 
while unfilled orders of the United 
States Steel corporation stood near 
J the highest volume of the year.

ant being that of the General Mot­ 
ors corporation, which in spite of its 
fifty per cent stock dividend in Sep­ 
tember, ordered another distribu­ 
tion of $4 a share in cash.

The bureau by the 
adoption of the present system has 
hoped to entirely obviate the last 
minute rush which in former years 
swamped a greatly increased work­ 
ing personnel. 
Connell urged 
car 
owners to 
send In their 
applications 
even 
though they are contemplating a 
trade-in on their cars before De­ 
cember 15. The 
department 
will 
transfer the 1927 tags to the new 
vehicle without any fee charge. If 
an adjustment in the registration 
fee is necessary because of a dif­ 
ference in the car there will be no 
extra charge. 
The new 1927 tags may be us­ 
ed as early as December 16, Con­ 
nell said. Because of the ease with 
which the tags may 
be obtained 
there will be no extension of the 
time limit after December 31 he 
asserted. 
The department is able, Connell 
said, to handle applications as fast 
as they reach 
the bureau. 
More 
than 200,000 applications already 
have been issued. 
The 
present 
rate is 20,000 a day. 
Because more than 70.000 ap­ 
plication forms which the bureau 
mailed out have been returned un­ 
delivered officials are anxious to

WASHINGTON. Nov. 13.— More 
than 70 billion francs have been 
paid to French w ar sufferers in 
the liberated regions, according to 
a report from the departm ent of 
commerce from the office of the 
American commercial 
attache 
at 
Paris. 
There still rem ains to be paid 
about 17 billion francs. 
The 
report 
on 
reconstruction 
shows th a t 541..4S4 houses were re­ 
built, 53,165 kilometers of road re­ 
paired, 2,361 kilometers of railway 
track restored, 1,815,440 hectares 
of land restored to cultivation and 
9,615 schools re-established for the 
benefit of 500,000 children. 
"This is the accomplishment of 
seven years work, and permits the 
annual collection of seven billion 
francs in taxes in the once devastat­ 
ed regions," the report said. 
W ork of reconstruction has not 
been completed, although the fu­ 
ture task is light compared with 
th a t already accomplished.
